Why Hasn't Legality 


of This Matter Been 


Challenged Before ? 


LJOW CLOSE we came to polit- 


ical suppression of news during 
,4 the "crisis" days of the late Presi- 
~ dent Franklin D. nooscvclt's re- 
gime ,i» illustrated by an editorial 
this work in our trade paper, Ed- 
Itof & Publisher, New York: 


"There is a movement afoot to 


correct an error made by congress 
10 years ago. It must be success- 
ful. 


"Looking back on it now, it seems 


Impossible that so great a veil o/ 
secrecy could have been imposed 
without a loud protest from tho 
$ fMreis and public. But apparently It 


was accepted then and not until re- 
cent months have newspapermen 
become fully aware of its impli- 
cations. 


"We refer to the rule inserted 


into the Social Security Act in 1939 
prohibiting the press 
or 
public 


from Inspecting slate welfare pay- 
rolls on penalty of sacrificing fed- 
eral aid and giving states until 1941 
ta make thir laws conform. Here 


_ is suppression by tho federal gov- 
T ernment of information concerning 


the expenditure of more than 2 
billion dollars of tax monies annu- 
ally. And there is no area of public 
expenditures that is more suscep- 
tible to manipulation and pressure 
for political purposes. 


"The official excuse for the cen- 


sorship at the time it was imposed 
was 'to prevent use of such infor- 
mation for political and commer- 
cial purposes . . . and to protect 
recipients (from humiliation and 


•*" exploitation.' It has since dcvcl 


opted' that the secrecy has abetted 
the use of this money — not the in- 
formation — for political purposes. 
"It Is almost inconceivable that 


adoption of this rule was not met 
by an outraged cry from press and 
public. However, in the tempo of 
the times it obviously was thought 
more necessary to protect the com- 
paratively few 
relief 
recipients 


than it was to protect the taxpay- 
ers."

VFW Fund for Cancer Has 
Become Hope for Children 
Suffering From the Disease 


to- 


The cancer research fund estab- 


lished by the Ladies Aux. to the V. 
F. W. in 1947, now has become the 
gift of hope for children suffering 
from cancer. 


This Gift of Hope, in the form of 


cortisone, is being used extensively 
by the Children's Hospital of Mich- 
igan, located in Detroit. In June of 
1950. this hospital received $5,000.00 
for the purchase of corisone, with 
this fund later 
being upped 
to 


$15,000.00. The $5,000 gift was a dir- 
ect result of an article written by 
Dr. William Lutz which appeared 
in the Detroit News. Dr. Lutz cited 
cases of children's 'eyesight being 
restored, 
of "three 
youngsters 


wasteing 
away with 
rheumatic 


fever regaining their health; of 
nine victims of leukemia, waiting 
death, given a new lease on life; 
of three children with overwhelming 
infection, which kills 
or leads to 


meningitis, literally brought back 
from the dead and cured" 
as the! 


result of research conducted on a1 
meager grant of $4.500 with which 
the Children's Hospital had bought 
the costly drug, cortisone. The story 
closed with the statement that "U 
is now apparent that we can save 
lives and cure and prevent diseases 
but that the 
continuation 
of this 


form of treatment depends on avail- 
able money". 


The phrase "depends on available 


money" and the fact that this work 
would fit into the children's health 
program of the Ladies Aux. of the 
V. F. W. led Mrs. Joseph Mann to 
investigate the Hospital and recom- 
mend to the Auxiliary's National 
Advisory Council, that this hospital 
be aided. Mrs. Mann at that time 
being the Nat. Cancer chairman of 
the V. F. W. Aux.
